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To  the  C hairman  and  Menbers  of  Crook  and  Willington  U.D.C . 

Jjadios  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  ny  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  birth  rate,  during  1965,  was  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales 
and  the  death  rate  higher,  but  generally  speaking  this  has  been  the  same 
pattern  as  for  previous  years.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  those  attributable 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  amounted  to  64^  as  compared  with 
55 in  1964.  The  Infantile  death  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

Among  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  was  a sharp  outbreak  of 
mild  measles  with  no  deaths  and  also  a considerable  increase  of  mild  scarlet 
fever.  Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  the 
enteric  group  of  diseases  to  be  reported. 

Protective  measures  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  were  continued  dinring  the  year  among  children  as  a routine  measure 
at  clinics  and  schools. 

Tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccinations  were  also  continued  both 
among  school  entrants, and  among  the  11  years,  to  school  leaving  age  as  part 
of  the  campaign  against  tuberculosis.  Other  measures  against  this  disease 
included  follow-up  cases,  establishing  contacts.  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Unit 
visits  to  the  area  and  advice  to  relatives  and  friends  on  measures  to  prevent 
•ohe  disease. 


House  visiting  was  continued  for  various  reasons  including  overcrowding, 
insanitary  premises,  illness,  difficulties  in  management,  problem  cases  and 
others  with  or  without  the  assistance  of  the  County  Council. 

The  attendances  at  the  three  ^aterhity  & Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  your 
area  was  very  satisfactory  but  the  decline  in  ante-natal  visits  continued  - a 
decline  which  followed  the  national  pattern  and  due  to  the  increasing 
participation  of  the  general  practitioner  in  this  field  of  medicine.  However, 
relaxation  classes  and  classes  in  mother  craft  have  been  introduced  at  Crook 
and  Willington. 

The  v;ater  and  milk  supplies  to  your  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
and  gave  no  cause  for  alarm  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  appended  his  report  to  this  one. 

Inc  conclusion  the  state  of  public  health  in  your  area  for  I965  was 
satisfactory o

arid  welcome  co-operation  and  also  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
assistance  and  continued  interest  during  the  year.

4.  SCHOOLS  - Occasional  inspections  of  schools  in  the  district  were  made  in 
connection  with  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  and  canteen  facilities. 

No  nuisances  were  reported, 

5.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT  - Industrial  smoke  pollution  cannot  be  considered  a ma^Jor 
problem  in  this  semi-rural  area  and  informal  action  sufficed  to  deal  with 
isolated  complaints  of  smoking  chimneys,  burning  rubbish  etc, 

6.  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  - During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1965 
400  dwelling  houses  and  130  shops  and  agricultural  properties  were  inspected. 

Out  of  these,  277  houses,  shops  and  other  premises  were  found  to  be  infested 
by  rats  and/or  mice,  and  treatment  was  carried  out  accordingly.  No  charge  is 
made  for  the  treatment  of  domestic  property  but  shops  and  agricultural 
heriditaments  are  treated  on  a cost  plus  supervision  basis.  Close  supervision 
of  the  Council's  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  continued  during  the  year, 

7.  Vi/.C,  CONVERSIONS  - During  the  year  3 W.C.  conversions  were  effected,  Ashclosets 
now  remain  only  in  property  with  a short  life  or  where  drainage  or  water  supply 
difficulties  exist. 


8.  ShOPS  AND  FOOD  PRMISES  - Continuous  supervision  of  food,  shops  and  food 
preparing  premises  has  occurred  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  these  premises 
comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  attain  a satisfactory  standard 
of  hygiene.

10.  FOOD  ETC.  CONDEMNED  - During  the  year  13  tons  15  cwts.  3 qrs,  1 st,  3 lbs. 
of  fresh  meat  and  9 cwts,  2 qrs.  1 st,  12  lbs.  of  miscellaneous  tinned  foods 
and  loose  provisions  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Condemned  carcase  meat  is  disposed  of  by  the  trade  to  local  fims  for 
processing  including  the  manufacture  of  animal  foods  and  this  involves  much 
time-absorbing  supervision  by  the  meat  inspectors.  Unsound  tinned  food  and 
loose  provisions  are  destroyed  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips.  Carcases  affected 
with  C-Bovis  are  subjected  to  refrigeration  for  periods  of  two  or  three  weeks 
at  the  prescribed  temperature.

Collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  some  colliery  property  where  the  voltune  of  heavy  refuse 
necessitated  additional  clearances. 


The  bulk  of  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  riverside  site  at  Willington,  the  Council's  angledozer  again  proving 
invaluable  in  consolidating  and  controlling  the  tip. 

During  the  year  the  establishment  was  reduced  by  1 man  who  was  transferred 
to  the  Surveyor's  Department  and  not  replaced. 


13.  FACTORIES  ACTS  - During  the  year  6l  inspections  of  premises  subject  to  the 
Factories  Acts  were  made  principally  in  connection  with  sanitary  accommodation. 

14.  OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMSES  ACT,  1963  - 164  premises  have  been 
registered  under  the  Act  and  329  inspections  of  registered  premises  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  attention  of  the  persons  responsible  was 
drawn  to  the  limited  number  of  defects  discovered. 


In  conclusion  I would  express  to  the  members  of  the  Council  my  appreciation 
of  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year  and  my  sincere  thanks  to  my 
colleagues  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  invaluable 
assistance  and  co-operation.
